THE great storm of Friday last made a 


wreck of all the telegraph lines, nnd New 
Y'ork was practically cut off from the rest 
of the world. The trouble was not caused 
by high wind so much as by the accumula- 
tion of sleet and ice, which broke wires in 
every direction. The Western Union com- 
pany had 267 wires running.out of the city, 
all of which Ware rendered inoperative. 
The condition of the other lines was the 
same. A telegraph message could not be 
sent in any direction from that city on any 
line of telegmpb. Anxious merchants.and 
brokers at the telegraph offices were willing 
to try almost any line to get a message off, 
but it was of no avail. Persons with mes- 
sages of sickness and death eagerly inquired 
as the probable time when they could send 
or receive messages, turning sadly away 
when the reply'was that it might be one day 
or it might be three before communications 
with distant points could be re-established. 
Trains out of the city carried many pas- 
singers with messages to be sent out from 
the first point reached whore the telegraph 
lines were working. 
The Western Union 


estimated tho damage on their lines at 
$500,000,000, the American Union at $75,-

The Wisconsin Dairymen's association 


was in ninth annual session in- Waukesha, 
with a very large attendance. Its members 
represented a vast aggregate of wealth, and 
the supply of products of their manufac- 
ture is an important factor in the state s 
commerce. The meeting denounced oleo- 
margarine' and bogus butter in strong terms. 
The exhibit of dairy products was very fine. 


Senator Williams has prepared a speech 


on his bill to appropriate $1,000,000 to be 
used under the direction of the national 
board of health, to investigate, suppress 
and prevent cattle and hog diseases. 


It is proposed to hold in Washington, 


next summer, a convention of vino cultur- 
ists, under the auspices of the agricultural 
department, to determine tho best method 
of fighting the phylloxer now ravaging our 
vineyards. 
The* people of the United States have 


long been blessed with good crops. At this 
time there exists no unfavorable indication 
of a continuation of our prosperity. 
Each 


succeeding year shows a large increase iu 
exports over the past. Of these exports 
nearly 75 percent' are agricultural. This is 
very encouraging to the farmers of tho 
United States. We shall probably be able to 
find purchasers abroad for our surplus of 
grain, and at prices which will make fanning 
profitable. 


The Agricultural GozeMe.England.in a re- 


view of all the different breeds of cattle in 
Great Britain and the Channel Islands, es- 
timates the cows and heifers at 2,'250,000. 
After glancingat the twenty different breeds, 
the Gazette comes to the following conclu- 
sion: ''It is the great merit of the Short- 
hd>rn that it holds the foremost rank in both 
clbses.

'An important improvement in the meth- 


od of curing and smoking hams was intro- 
duced last year in one of the pork-packing 
establishments of St. Louis. The improve- 
ments were understood to be as follows: 


The new plan is to arrange a number of 


laige stationery casks iu rows along a series 
of supply pipes and drains connecting with 
a well of brine, the pickle beiug pumped 
from the well into the supply pipes to run 
into the caslks, and emptied from the. casks 
by drainage! from tho bottom, as maybe de- 
sired. In these casks is secured an upright 
pole, with wings radiating from each other 
at] right angles and extending close to the 
staves of the cask. Between these arms 
are laid the hams, about seventy-five iu a 
cask. The pickle is then pumped in, and 
an open bar- work head put on by means of 
two thumb screws requiring a few turns. 
When turning tho hams the head is quickly 
removed to let the hams float in the pickle, 
an 4ron bar is run through the pole in 
the cask, and one man pulls the bar around, 
causing the pole , and 
wings 
to turn 


with it. In this rotary motion each ham 
is forced to slide over and turn around an- 
other, and thus to present new surfaces 
in varied positions, it is claimed that by 
this new method there is no loss from im- 
perfectly-cured hams, the pickling being 
better because it can be equalized and grad- 
ed easily. 
It requires only one-third of the 


time necessary formeily, besides enabling 
one man to do the work of 100 men in cur- 
ing hams. 
. 
The improvement in smoking IB as fol- 


lows: Siaoke is created in an oven outride 
the smoke-house and passed through un- 
der-ground pipes into thi smoke-house, a 
frame building, where it rises from the 
floor to the top, encountering two opposite 
currents of air drawn from outside. Those 
currents cause the smoke to form into a 
rapidly revolving horizontal column, which. 
passes among the hams. The smoke is not 
warm and there is no heat to melt the hams 
or hot air to blacken them. The hams un- 
der this process, are in twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours, and come out with a rich 
redish bronze hue, aud unshriveled. Form- 
erly it required from eipht to fourteen days 
to smoke hams, and there were risks of loss 
by tire and shrinkage because of the fire 
being placed openly under the hams. 
The 


first lot of hams cured and smoked under 
the new process were placed upon the mar- 
ket, and it is claimed that the quality of the 
meat and the demand for the hams are 
something more than ordinary. 


Does Farming Pay? 


An impression, somewhat general, seems 


to prevail that farming is not as profitable 
as other vocations; that more money can be 
earned in almost any other vocation with 
less labor, fat-nee the farmer's son abandons 
the farm, where he is a success, for the 
more uncertain gains of town. 


This impression, says an Iowa writer, is

The Story of Croesus. 


The following is an extnipt from Eev. 


Alfred J. Clinch's '" Stories of the East from 
llerodcitus:" 


"Now 
it ch.inced that while the mutter of 


the young nuin s marriage v\iiw iu baud, there 
came to Surdis u certain stranger, upon 
whom thfre had come tho great trouble of 
blood-guiltiness. The man was a Phrygian 
by birth, aud of the royal house, ana ho 
came into the palace of Croesus, after tho 
custom of that c-cuutry, and sought for one 
that should cleanse him from his guilt; and 
CrcosuH cleansed him. (Now tho mutter of 
clt'imsing is the same, for the most part, 
among the Lydians as it is among the 
Greeks.) And when the King had done for 
him according to all that was proscribed in 
the law, he would fain know who he was 
and whence he had come. 
Wherefore he 


asked him", saying, 'My friend, who art thou? 
And f rom wh.it city of Phrygia—for that thou 
art a Phrygian 1 know—art thou come to 
take sanctuary at my hearthv And what 
man or woman didst thou blnv? 
And the 


muu answered, 'Oh, King, 1 am the son of 
Gordias, the son of Midias, and my name 
is Adiastus, uud I slew my own brother, 
not wittingly. For this cause I am como to' 
thce, for my father drove me out from my 
home, and I am utterly bereft of all things.' 
To this King GrcvsiiK made reply: 
'Thou 


art the sou of friends and to a friend thou 
;irt come. Verily, as long as thou abidest 
here thou sh<ilt lack for nothing that I can 
give thoe. 
And as for thy trouble, it will 


bo best for theo to bear it us easily as may 
lie." 
So the man lived thenceforth in the 


king's palace. Now, about this time there! 
was a mighty wild boar in Olympus, that is 
a mountaiuiin Mybia. It had its den in the 
mounatainsj, and going out thence did much 
damage to the possessions of tho Mysiaut, 
and the Mybiatiu had often saught to slay 
him, but harmed him not at all, but rather, 
received harm themselves, 
at last they 


sent messengers to the king, who stood 
before him and said, 'O, king, a mighty; 
monster of a wild boar hath his abode in our 
country, and destroyeth our possessions, and 
though we would fain kill him we cannot. 
Now, 
therefore, we pray thee that thou wilt 


send thy son, and chosen youths with him. 
and dogs for hunting, that they may go with, 
us, and thut we may drive the great beast 
out of the land.' * * * He sent for Adras- 
tas, the Phrygian; and when the man vvitt 
come, into his presence he spake, saying, 
'Adrustus, I took thee when thou wast afflict- 
ed with a grievous trouble, though with this 
I upbraid thee not, and I cleansed thee fiom 
thy guilt and received thee into my pfiln-e. 
and sustained thce without any cost of thine. 
Now, 
therefore, it is well that thou shouldsl 


make me some return for all these benefits] 
I would r'.ike thee keeper of my son, uovw 
that he goeth forth to his huuti ig, if it should 
chance that any robbers or such folk should 
be found on the way to do him hurt. BrJore- 
over, it beoometh thee, for thine o\vn sake, 
to go on an errand from which tnou mny- 
est twin icnown, for thou art of a royal 
house, 
and 
art 
besides 
valiant 
and 


strong.' To this Adrastus made answer} 
'Oh, king, I had not indeed gone to this 
sport but for thy words. 
For he to whonl 


such trouble had come as hath come to me 
should not accompany with happy meu;nor| 
indeed, hath he the will to do it. ljut now 
as thou are earnest in this matter, I must 
needs yield to thy request. 
Therefore, I 


am ready to do as thou wilt; be sure, there! 
fore, that I will deliver thee thy son. whom 
thou bidest me keep, safe and unhurt, eo 
far as his keeper may so do." 
So the 


young men departed, and chosen youths 
with them, and dogs for hunting. 
And 


when they were conic to the mountain of 
Olympus they searched for the wild boai, 
and when they had found it they stood in i 
circle about it and threw their spears at il. 
And so it fell out that this stranger, ths 
same that had been cleansed from the guilt 
of manslaying, whose name was Adrastus, 
throwing his spear at 
the wild 
bo.n. 


and missing his aim, smote the son of 
Croesus. And the youth d.ied of the wound, 
so that the vision of the king was fulfilled 
that he should die by a spear-point. An 
straightway there ran one to^tell the thing s 
to Croesus. .And when he had come to Sai - 
dis he told1 the king how they had fouglit 
with the wild boar, and how his son hi d 
died. Coersus was very grievously trou 
led by the death of his son; and this thje 
more because he hau been slain by the mi 
whom he hart himself cleansed for the guilt 
of blood 
And in this great grief he cri< 


out very vehemently against the gods, ai d 
especially against Zeus, the god of clean 
ing, seeing that he had cleansed the stran 
er, and now suffered grievous wrongs at 
his hands. He reproached him also as tie 
the god of hospitality and of friendship 


of hospitality, because he had entertained 
his man, and knew not that he was enter- 
taining the slayer ef his own son; and ef 
friendship, because he had sent him to be 
a keeper and a friend to his son, yet had 
found him to be an enemy and a destroyer, 
And when he had dojte speaking there came 
Lydians bearing the flead body of the young 
man, and the slayer followed behind. So 
soon, therefore, as the young man was come 
into the presence of the king, he gave him- 
self up, stretching forth his hands, and 
bidding the King slay him on the dead body. 
And he spake of the dre~ If ul deed th.at he 
had done before, and that now he had add- 
ed to ita worse thing, bringing destruction on 
him that had cleansed him, and he cried out 
that he was not fit to live. But when 
Cro3sus heard him speak, he pitied him, 
for all that he was in grievous trou- 
ble 
6f his own, and spake to 
him, 


"I have had from thee, 0 my friend, 
H\l the vengeance that I need, seeing that 
thou hast pronounced sentence of death 
against thyself.

Old Fashioned Winters. 


From tho Now York Timoe. 


The unusual severity of the present win- 


ter naturally recalls the remai kably cold 
winter of the past. Statistics show that this 
season has been ste-idily growing milder for 
many ymrs. There seem to be no such 
winters now as there were 70 or 80 years 
a<;o. owing, no doubt, to the cutting down 
in this country of the native forests, the 
planting and growth of towns and cities, 
and the general development of the land. 
Dining the 
seventeenth and eighteenth 


centuries, there were in the old world some 
winters bitterlv memorable 
In Britain, in 


1G(>4, the Thames was frozen to the depth 
of 01 inches, and nearly all the United 
Kingdom perished. 
In 1(592, the cold was 


so intense in Southern Europe, especially 
in Austria, that wolves were driven by hun- 
ger into Vienna, were they attacked beasts 
of burden and oven human bein^. 
Three 


years later, many persons were frozeli to 
death in various parts of Germany. The, 
cold winter, as it was called for dis'liudion, 
occurred iu 17(9, when all the rivers and 
lakes in Europe were compactly frozen,and 
even the sea for several miles from the 
shore, and the earth itself from 7 to 8 feet 
deep. 
Birds and beast1 fell dead, and 


thousand of m<-n. women, and children 
perished in their houses. 


The Winter of 1771)—80 was very severe 


in this country. The bittei cold begun in the 
middle of November, and continued until 
the close of February. 
The sun's rays were 


not warm enough to melt the snow, which 
lay on the ground almost five months, so 
thick that it was very hind to get from place 
to place. All <mlmary bodies of water were 
ice-bound. 
Domestic; fowls and wild tur- 


keys perisHcd by thousands, so did deei 
and buffalo, and wolves and panthers main 
ly from lack of their natumi food, buried 
under the snow. The northern and west- 
ern rivers were fettered by the frost, a'lC1 
the Cumberland was so tirmly frozen, us 
far South as Nashville, that emigrant trains 
passed securely over the river. The Dela- 
ware opposite Philadelphia contained ice 3 
or 4 feet, and Long Island Sound and the 
Chesapeake wer 
frozen over.

persons have declared that hot iind cold 
waves often recwr every rleven yenr«<, as in 
1846, 1857. and 18(58. and the wenther-wiRe 
predict that this, will prove to be one of the 
coldest winters known for 20 years.

WREAT GUJiS. 


Peculiar Mechanical Devices for Firing Thou- 


auils or Shots Per Minute--Modern Warfare 
Reduced t« a Deadly Science. 
Dr. J. H. MeLean.'of St. Louis, has in- 


vented some novel military weapons. Slow- 
coing England sent Maj. Harmon, a mili- 
tary expert of high degree, and the chief 
superintendent of the royal Woolwich ar- 
senal, all the way to America to see the Mc- 
Lean guns, and this gentleman has been so 
impressed with the peculiar merits of these 
weanons that he will stay to witness their 
official test, which hikes place at Washing- 
ton on the 3d of January next. There is an 
intense, and yet entirely unsatisfied, curi- 
osity among military authorities in regard 
to the machines that Dr. McLean has 
christianedGen. Sherman, Gen. Grant, Au- 
nihilitor. Vixen, Pulverizer, and Lady Mc- 
Lean. The Army and Navy Journal, in its 
List issue, devotes eight pages of letter- 
press 
and 
illustration 
to the subject 


of these instruments of war. The McLean 
patent is simply a wheel, and, as far as test- 
ed, seems to be as fir ahead of a Catling 
gnu as a Gatling gun is ahead of a revolver. 
Everybody knows what a Gatliug gun is.' 
It has several barrels of the sa«o caliber, 
placed in a bunch like the barrel of the old 
Allen revolver, and is mounted either on a 
tripod or a carriage. There is a reservoir 
of caifridge's 'at the breech end, and you 
turn a crank'to fire. As many as a thous- 
and shots a minnto cau be flred from one of 
these guns. 
The McLean differs from tho 


Gatling in huiking its barrels arranged in a 
horizontal plane. The Gen. Shernmu has 
but one barrel, and is fed by hand at tho 
ate of twenty-six shots per minute; the 
Gen. Grant has four 
magazines, and 


will fire forty-eight shots per minute; the 
Annihilator has twelve magazines, with a 
capacity of 145 cartridges, and the Lady Mc- 
Lei-u has thiity-six barrels, fed by seventy- 
two magazines, with a total capacity of 1,- 
132 cartridges. All these weapons are so 
mounted as to admit of firing to any point 
of the compass at will without uuning the 
ctirriago.aud arc provided with rubber buff- 
ing, so as to take up the chief part of the 
recoil. The breech mechanism is the es- 
bentiiil feature of the gun. It is strong, ad- 
mits of perfect consumption of the powder 
charge, is simple in design, durable, and 
adapted to the most rapid handling. 


Destroyers of Contagion. 


From the Boston Journal of Chemistry. 


Modern science has let in a flood of light 


upon the cause of manv illnesses, and the 
nature of the coutagia upon which their 
propagation depends. 
Not only has the 


cause of disease been traced to agents -px- 
ternal to the body, .but the exact form' of 
these disturbing organisms has been point- 
ed out. 
They consist of minute particles, 


probably in most or in all cases of vegeta- 
ble nature; they are therefore non-gaseous, 
and in no respect comport themselves like 
gaseous bodies. 


The contagious principle of fever is cork- 


screw-like spirilla; in other diseases it ap- 
pears as a large motionless rod; in others as 
a solid body, i ragged, and nearly round. 
These bodiesl float iu the atmosphere in 
clouds, and when inhaled, or when they 
come in contact with abraided surfaces, in- 
oculation occurs, and the disease is of the 
type peculiar to tho nature of the specific 
poison. The bodies start in the circulation 
a morbid chemical action, or serve as a fer- 
ment, which disturbs or devitalizes the 
blood, and thus produces most serious ill- 
ness. 


Mahui-U levers, measles, dipthcria, scarlet 


fever, small-pox, and many other alarming 
diseases result from 
blood poisoning 


through tho action of these curious external 
agents. 
So long as the nature of the nox- 


ious material was unknown, tho chemical 
agents as disinfectants, 
deodorants, an- 


tiseptics, etc. J were selected to satisfy the 
mont various and dissimilar theories as to 
its nature aud1 properties; but since a better 
understanding has been reached, a more 
intelligent and scientific selection and use 
of these substances can be made. 
It is 


important that in families where cases of 
zymotic diseases prevail, accurate knowl- 
edge should be possessed as to the methods 
of preventing a spread of the contagion 
Every physian should be well informed on 
this subject, but unfortunately some of 
them are not. 


Of course, the septic germs, in easses of 


small-pox, diphtheria, etc., fall upon the 
floors and vails of rooms, upon the bed, 
and upon the clothing of attendents. Upon 
theso desposils the usual solid or liquid 
disinfectants, exposed in, the room have 
little or no effect; nothing but thorough 
cleansing and ventilation, with the use of 
gaseous disinfectants, will expel them. The 
best method to disinfect vlothmg is by the 
use of heat. Experiment has shown" that 
no form of contigia e:.n withstand a tem- 
perature of '2:20 dog. F,; therefore, clothing 
placed in ,i hot box two hours, with dry 
heat above that of boiling water, is thorough- 
ly disinfected'; or it may be soaked in boil- 
ing water with the same result. 


Vaccine matter may be taken as the type 


of a virulent material, and experiments up- 
on this poison prove that disinfectants, to 
be effectual, must be used in much larger 
quantity than has been considered neces- 
sary. 
If the destroying agent is of an acid 


nature, the virus must be rendered perma- 
nently and strongly acid. The end desired 
is to destroy the ineffective power complete- 
ly. It is not generally known that carbolic 
acid, in quantity equal to 2 per cent, of the 
virus, is incapable of doing this work upon 
vaccine virus. It deprives it of its infective 
power for the time being, but thih returns 
as soon as the carbolic acid has escaped 
through exposure to the air. 


Chlorine is a gaseous body, and is in or- 


dinary cases an efl'ective disinfectant. 
It is, 


however, inferior to sulphurous acid; this 
is the most valuable agent we have, but 
unfortunately it is not safe in experienced 
hands. A room in which a case of infect- 
ious disease :has been placed can be thor- 
oughly cleansed by burning a little sulphur 
in the abserice- of the inmates. 
The sul- 


phurous acid is a gas exceedingly disagree- 
able and irrespirable, and great caution is 
necessary in its use. 


Permanganate of potash is a true disinfect- 


ant, having oxidizing powers of high capa- 
bility, but it; must be used in much larger 
quantities than are usually employed. 
Its 


high cost is ft bar to its free use, and it is 
not clearly seen how it can ever become 
much cheaper. 
Chloride of lime, freely 


used, is a good disinfectant; but when it is 
placed in vessels in small quantities in sick- 
rooms, or sparingly sprinkled in drains, it 
has but slight influence as a destroyer of 


contagion. Carbblate of lime is a cheap 
and good disinfectant, but it must be used 
in large amounts to be useful. -Several of 
the metallic salts have powerful antiseptic 
properties; for example, the protosulphate. 
of iron. This salt, in strong solution, is a 
valuable agent, and is worthy of notice. At 
this point it should be stated that carbolic 
acid and the metallic salts, used in small 
quantities, are preservative agents, and may 
actually prolong the life of contaginm by 
preventing its destruction through natural 
processes. 
i 


There are numerous patented "antisep- 


tics" and "disinfectants," which are perfect- 
ly worthless so ' far as any influence upon 
septic germs is (concerned. It is very im- 
portant that heaVls of families, and especi- 
ally physicians, i should clearly understand 
what is required when selecting an agent 
for practical use. Contagious particles of • 
all forms are imbedded iu sin epithlial or 
albuminous covering, and they do not yield 
their vitality readily, and never to improper 
agents. They ire good deodorants which 
arrest putreficaljon and fermentation, and 
yet completely fail to destroy the contagious 
particles.

movement in nomenclature than that of the 
Puritans. They resolved to throw off all 
semblance of the world, or acquaintance 
with worldly things. So they rushed to the 
other extreme, and although many of them 
were very brave and noble men, they exposed 
themselves to ridicule by their fantastic 
choice of names. Such names as Mr. Praise 
God Barebones, Sergeant Zerrubbabel Grace 
and Swear-not-not-at-all Ireton, were cal- 
culated to excite the risible faculties of the 
Cavaliers; while there was something even 
still more ludicrous in such long-sound- 
ing typical titles as Hew-Agag-in-pieces- 
before-the-Lord Robinson, and Glory-be- 
to-GodPeuuyman.iiiidObediah-bind-their- 
kiug-in-chains-and-their-nobles-with-liuks 
of-iron Ncedham, Tho Ilev. Charles W. 
Bardsley recently published an amusing 
work oil the "Curiosities of Puritan No- 
menclature," omiting SOUION cry singular ex- 
amples thereof. 
Tor instance, we find that 


one Mr. Hopkinson, of Salehurst, chris- 
tened throe of bin daughters Porsis, llene- 
wed, and Safe-mi-high, respectively; while 
Mr. Thomas Heley, preacher of Wa'rbleton, « 
gave to four of his own offspring the names 
of Muche-mercye, Increased, Sin-deuie, 
and Fear-not. For half a century Warble- 
ton was, in the uftmes of its parishioners, n 
complete exegis of justification by faith 
without the deeds of law. Sorry-'for-sin 
Coupard was a peripatetic exhortation to 
repentance, and No-merit Vjnall was a 
standing denunciation of works." Coming 
to "grace names,'1 Mr. Bardsley notes that 
Sir Thomar Carew, Speaker of the House ot.

SOCTH CAROLINA CENSUS. 


How the Commissioners Verified tho Correct- 
ness of the Regular Census.-Pnimtive Life 
at the South. 
Following is the report of Gen. Walker to 


the secretary of the interior, relative to the 
second investigation of the South Carolina 
census: ' 


During the month of November I received 


oral instructions from the president to send 
a staff of special agents to South Carolina 
to-conduct the renumeration by a house-to- 
house canvass of a. certain number of town- 
ships, with a view to a further test of the re- 
sults of the June enumeration. 
Eight 


townships situated in as mafly different 
counties were selected for enumeration. 
Two townships were assigned to each of 
four assistant special'agents. The schedule 
of inhabitants returned in the June enu- 
meration was placed in the hands of the 
chief special agent. The assistants were 
not shown these schedules, but were requir- 
ed to perform their work without refference 
to the first enumeration. Their note books, 
containing a description of every house in 
the township as to locations, material and 
general 
character, 
together 
with 
the 


name of 
each 
member 
of 
the fam- 


ily resident, were to be submitted to the 
chief, having his headquarters at Columbia, 
who was instructed to make a careful com- 
parison, name by name, of tho results of the 
two enumerations. The townships in these 
counties were selected because the great ap- 
parent increase over 1870 gave the most 
ground for suspicion. The result of the June 
count was 21,010. and of the re-count 21,- 
(i08, showing a gain of 5U7. It will be seen 
that in every township an increase appears 
in the January enunn-ration over that in 
June. This increase is due partly to tho 
natural increase, which might eiwily be in 
seven months 1 l-'2 per cent.; partly to 
changes in population, such as frequently 
occur in rural communities. I may perhaps 
bo excused for remarking that in discussions 
relating to the; southern states it noeds al- 
wavs to bo borno in mind that the most 
characteristic difference in the matter of 
residence as between the northern and south- 
crij states is found in the location of dwell- 
ing houses. As a rule in tho North tne 
houses a're always on tho highways. As a 
rule in the South thehoifses are not so plai1- 
ed. In the northern stales families are sup- 
plied with water from wells. In the south- 
ern states they are supplied from springs 01 
from running streams, and heuce it is prox- 
imity to natural water supply which deter- 
mines the location of houses. The effect is 
to make an absolutely correct enumeration 
more difficult in tho southern than the north- 
ern states.

The] sense of economy and thrift of the 


French people is especially striking to those 
who Ipve lived much in other countries. 
Nearly everybody possesses something in 
this country. If anybody does not, you * 
may l?e pretty sure it is his own f anlt. 
Love bf economy often verges on avarice. 
Go irito any house in Paris, question the 
servants, and you may be certain that al- 
most Jevery one of them has some small 
treasure of.cash or bonds. It is the saving • 
of every day. - The old servant in the house 
will often consult his master about how he 
is to employ his money. Thri head servant- 
of a private house here who has often filled 
my glass at table, has saved enough to-bring 
him iTOOO in a year. He has been for ' 
tweuty-nve years in the same situation, and 
does his duty as strictly as ho did the first 
day 
'of his 
service. He 
seldom goes • 


out, 
never takes anything between his 


meals, and 
all he gains is carefnlly 


put aside. I have met with so many exam- 
ples that I am bound to believe this thrift' 
to be Ihe rule. A careful observer, who has 
occasion to mix with the middle classes in 
France, will be even more struck by the 
qualities I have indicated. The whole mode 
of living is made subservient to tho children; 
the baby has hardly seen daylight before the 
parents sire already saving for him.

child's future is provided for at his cradle 
by the earnest efforts of its parents, aud it 
is rarely their'fault if they do not succeed. 
There is a curious exception to this almost 
general rule—the workmen, tho artisan. 
Here you find many, and especially the bet- 
ter paid, in towns aud cities, who have not 
preserved the good qualities, of their fellow- 
countrymen. Hero you find drunkenness, 
improvidence, and with them communism. 
Still it may confidently be declared that 
these tire a small minority.

A poor "slimpsy" carpet is not 


worth the making and putting down, ex- 
cept in rooms that are only kept for visitors 
and used on rare occasions; and i-vcii th-ui 
a handsome Chinese mailing !•> to be pre- 
ferred. 
And iu choosing the matting the 


hei-l quality is tL<- cheapest in the end, for 
one that cost sixty to Hevcnty-li've cents 
por yard is far more desirable than ono that 
can be hud for 3."> or4(J cents. 
Of course 


the expense at nrst is higher, but then we 
must consider the expense rff making and 
putting down; and bear in mind that after 
two years' wear the more expensive carpet- 
ing is often of more value than the cheaper 
one when first laid upon the floor.

rarely happens that we can purchase such 
articles below their real maiket value, ex- 
cept at auctions, and even then we are likely 
to bo taken in. It is a far belter way to go 
to the carpet rooms of some well-known 
dealer, and then make ourselections accord- 
ing to the depth of the pur.se. The most 
durable carpets are closely woven'and thick, 
yet,soft and pliable; and in, real English 
brufisels the colors can be distinguished 
011 the wrong side, but in the "tapestry" 
there is nothing but hemp. The beauty of 
a caj-pe^is quite as important as its dura- 
bility, and it should be of a kind that wilV 
not iire the eyes: Most of us purchase a 
carpet hoping that it will last several years, 
and desiring it to be appropriate for all sea- 
sons. Now, the georgeous designs that fill 
the 'carpet rooms and adorn the floors of the 
elegant bouses, may be very beautiful, but 
unless we can change them frequently, one 
soon tires of such styles.
